part of the solid polymer electrolyte. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. U.S. Pat. 6,087,033 to Griine et al., U.S. Pat. 6,638,656 to Bruckner et al. and U.S.
